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Frank Braham - Family Tree. 


The original research carried out by John Mathews, (see Bulletin №.342 - June 2006), has been 
further refined and presented here visually as a partial family tree. 


For convenience I will start with Frank’s father, Lewis Braham, who was born in Bristol on the 
10" September 1830, the son of John & Henrietta Braham. The 1851 census shows that John 
Braham (Frank’s grandfather) was born at Plymouth and that he was a Manufacturing Optician, 
employing 2 men. It also shows that Lewis’s brother Henry (born Bristol, c1830) was an 
Optician and Importer, and that Lewis himself was a Commercial T(raveller) {Optician}. 
Lewis also had another brother Frederick (born Bristol, c1832), listed as an Assistant Optician, 
so clearly the Braham’s were a business-minded family. The significance of Bristol will be 
dealt with a little later on. Frank's mother, Caroline Braham (nee Bright) was born at 
Doncaster on 3" December 1829, and lived to the ripe old age of 93.

Lewis and Caroline Braham, but by then two had died. 
These were Herbert in 1908, and an unknown child who 
probably died in infancy. Of the siblings, only Herbert and 
Alfred are known to have married.

Also worthy of note is that John Braham and Henrietta Braham both died in the 3" quarter of 1864, 
registered at Pancras, London. Perhaps a family tragedy lies behind these close dates? 
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The Bristol Connection - a ‘thinly disguised advertisement’. 


The following ‘letter’, originally published in the Bristol Mercury & Daily Post on the 
30” January 1883, was featured in the Perfin Society Bulletin (N°.368 - October 2010). 


PERFORATED POSTAGE STAMPS, 
To the Editor of the Mercury and Past, 
Sra—Tke care of Helen Hunt, who stauda committed 
for trial, causes me to draw public attention to а syatem 
of perforating postage stanips, used extensively Бу Ена 
lending London houses, to prevent such theft as sha is 
charged with, I desiro, in the public interest, to draw 
the atteution of your rnmeroua readers to tha faot that, at 
the Posteoftice, Tabernaolesquare, E,C, I have had аз 
few ав £5 worth of postage stamps porlorated (sach 
perforated stampa cannot be paid into the Post-offics or 
turned into money} with five initials, feso of all cost, 
merely the actual valua of tha stamps being paid. I 
think such а boon cannot ba too widaly known, аз it doga 
toa great extent prevent theft, and removes temptation, 
the fret atep to the downfall of many an honest person.

Maurice Harp, Perfin Society Bulletin Editor, said in his article ... 


I was unable to find out exactly what the case of Helen Hunt was but I presume it 
entailed the theft of stamps. The writer recommends the use of perforated postage 
stamps as supplied from the Post Office at Tabernacle Square. During this period 
Frank Braham was the sub-postmaster at Tabernacle Square. Although we don’t 
know the exact dates of Braham’s operation we, know from directories that he provided 
a perforation service from at least 1882 to 1906. Braham became bankrupt in 1906 
and his business was taken over by W L Kenny in 1907 who continued the operation at 
the Tabernacle Street Post Office. 


John Mathews, responded in the following Bulletin (N°. 369 - December 2010), part of which 
is reproduced here. 


This latest reported letter is different in a number of aspects {to ones written by Jospeh 
Sloper}. Firstly, it was written 15 years after the perforating of postage stamps had 
been approved. Secondly, it names a specific supplier of perforated stamps - the Post 
Office at Tabernacle Square EC. Thirdly, it ends on an apologetic note for taking up 
space in the newspaper and lastly, the writer uses a nom-de-plume (*Siwel") rather 
than a real name. These aspects suggested to me that the letter is, in fact, a thinly- 
disguised advertisement for the perforating service provided by Frank Braham at the 
Post Office at Tabernacle Square. I was therefore curious as to who the writer of the 
letter really was. 


Frank’s father was Lewis Braham - the nom-de-plume “Siwel” is “Lewis” spelled 
backwards, and Lewis was born in Bristol! His letter was written shortly after the 23 
year-old Frank started perforating stamps. So it would seem that this may have been 
Lewis’s way of promoting his son’s new business in his home town. 
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Frank Braham - Working Life 1881-1911. 


Frank Braham is first shown in a London Trade Directory in 1882 as a Perforating Machine 
Manufacturer, and from 1886 also as a Perforator of Postage Stamps. However, the 1881 
Census (taken on the night of 2" April) records Frank's occupation as a Perforating Press 
Maker, employing 2 men. His brother Herbert Braham is also recorded as a Perforating Press 
maker, so presumably he was one of the two men employed by Frank Braham. This proves that 
Frank Braham was employed in the business of making perforating machines, if not actually 
perforating postage stamps as well, from at least early in 1881. 


This list, recording Frank Braham’s occupation taken from London Trade Directories, was 
compiled by James Gavin Scott, author of British Countermarks on Copper & Bronze Coins.

The “B” below the eagle is the mint mark for Rouen. 


This Napoleon III 10 centimes piece dates to 1853-1857, just before Frank Braham was born, 
and was probably countermarked in the mid to late 1880's*.

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Notable events in Frank Braham’s working life. 
1881-1882 


From the 1881 census we know that Frank Braham was a Perforating Press Maker, but by the 
autumn of 1882 he has become sufficiently well established for Thomas Cook & Sons to write 
to the Daily News extolling the virtues of a ‘stamp perforating service’ conducted at the post 
office in Tabernacle Square. Although not mentioned specifically by name, this must surely 
refer to Frank Braham. 


Transcription of a letter from Thomas Cook & Son, Tourists’ Contractors, Ludgate Circus, 
extracted from “The Daily News” Sep 27%, 1882. 


PERFORATION OF POSTAGE STAMPS 
(To the Editor of The Daily News) 


Referring to a letter in your issue of today, we may say that we in common with many 
city firms, have all our stamps perforated with initials at the Post Office in Tabernacle 
Square, free of charge. The postmaster is the inventor of a well-known system of 
perforating postage stamps, and the rule is for us to order a quantity of sheets of 
postage stamps, and they are delivered to us the following day on payment of their 
exact value, no expense being incurred for their perforation or delivery. 


We are, yours respectfully, Thos. Cook and Son, London August 29th 1882. 
1886 


Relatively early on in his career, Frank Braham was censured by the Post office. Late in 1886 a 
complaint from a firm of solicitors, ‘Bower, Cotton & Bower’, was sent to the GPO regarding 
the use of the heraldic device and date-stamp of the Tabernacle Street post office on his 
circulars. The GPO investigated, and Frank Braham was threatened with the termination of his 
appointment as Postmaster unless he followed the official line, and was ordered to destroy his 
circulars. 


1889 


While checking the Sloper Records in 1993, John Mathews noticed on the m/s entry for Sloper 
machine №.6961 the annotation “Braham’s make" and “Rotary Dating т/с”. The die referred 
to in the workbook is dated “12 89 12”, with ‘89° signifying 1889. This reference is probably to 
a repair carried out on an earlier ‘Braham’ machine rather than a new build by Joseph Sloper to 
Braham’s design. Another similar example is shown for m/c №.7642, dating to c1894. 
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1892-1893 


On 30“ August 1892 Frank Braham wrote to Barclay & Fry, printers of the 1893-1896 issue of 
postage stamps for the ‘Shanghai’ Local Post. 


I shall be willing to perforate for you, sheets of stamps (Shanghai Corps) perfectly, and 
in a similar manner to those used by the British Government and as produced by De La 
Rue & Co, for the sum of one penny per sheet of stamps. The various sizes of stamps 
Shall make no difference in price and to redeliver to you the same in as good a 
condition as you leave them to me in quires of 25 sheets. 


Worthy of note 1s the letter-head which is perforated: 


F. BRAHAM - PERFORATING PRESS MAKER 
along with the legend ‘Postage Stamps Perforated’, 
and ‘Stamps Over Printed for Receipts’. 


The letter is signed by Frank Braham himself. >>> 





Further correspondence between Frank Braham and Barclay & Fry culminated in a letter dated 
28^ April 1893 offering to perforate the stamps for 50 shillings per 1,000 sheets for the first 
25,000 sheets, after which the price would be reduced to 45 shillings per 1,000 sheets. It is not 
known if any ‘Shanghai Local Post’ stamps were ever perforated, but I suspect not. 


c1895 


In his book, “Тре History of British Security Stamps - Overprinted and Perforated’ (1968), 
Charles Jennings quotes a Braham Advertisement from the turn of the century which points to 
a handful of dies which Frank Braham may have made. 


The advert lists eight of Braham’s clients. 


The London, Chatham & Dover Railway Co. 

Thomas Cook & Sons - “TC/&S” (T1100.01). 

The Joint Stock Bank. 

The City Bank* - “CITY/BANK” (C3790.01). (Est 1855, Reg 1880, Vol Lig 1898}. 

The Union Bank - {the Union Bank of London Ltd? }. 

The Birkbeck Bank - "BIRK/BECK" (B3700.01/02/03M). {Est 1851, Liquidated 1911}. 
The London & South Western Bank* - “LSW/B‘” (L5160.02/03), *LSW/B*." (L5170.02). 
James Shoolbread & Co - “JS/&C””’ (16970.01), “J.S/&C°.” (16980.03).

These were Frank Braham’s banks. He used ‘City Bank’ early on in his career, and later 
on the “London & South Western Bank’ after his bankruptcy. 


1905 


Frank’s brother Herbert was involved in the business from the very early days, and is also 
mentioned by name in the bankruptcy papers filed on 30" November 1905. The implication 
here is that Herbert Braham had always worked for his brother Frank, even in 1891 where his 
occupation in the census was described as a Clerk in GPO - quite possibly in Frank Braham's 
Tabernacle Street Post Office! 
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1906 - Aftermath of Frank Braham's Bankruptcy. 


The following is a précis of the research at the Post Office Archives carried out in 1990 by 
Stephen Steere, and a direct result of the bankruptcy of Frank Braham. 


In 1906 occurred "the Bankruptcy of a Town Sub-Postmaster who carried on a Stamp 
Perforation business, and the loss of large sums of money {£4,000} entrusted to him by 
Customers for Stamps". This obviously created concern that such losses could be associated 
with the Post Office rather than the Sub-Postmaster acting in a private capacity. The Sub- 
Postmaster concerned was Frank Braham of Tabernacle Street, London EC. 


The Secretary to the Post Office asked the Controller of Stamps on the 24% March 1906 to see 
whether arrangements could be made for the business of perforating stamps with initials to be 
undertaken officially, either at Somerset House or at the Contractor's works. 


The Controller of Stamps replied on the 10" April 1906 stating that the Stamp Contractors, De 
la Rue & Co, said that they could not undertake the work of perforating the Stamps. Moreover 
it was also conceivable that, if the perforation were done here before issue to the Public, 
Philatelists would regard each lot of Stamps bearing certain perforated letters as a distinct issue, 
and so create a fictitious value for the Stamps, thereby destroying the safeguard which the 
perforation was intended to set up. In any case it would scarcely be practicable to prohibit 
private perforation, and if the Department competed with private firms, the latter would no 
doubt charge lower rates than any the Department might adopt, with the result that they would 
still secure the greater part of the work. He concluded that “оп the whole, my opinion is that it 
is better not to interfere with private enterprise’. 


A report along these lines was sent to the Postmaster General on the 18 July 1906, who 
accepted the findings, and instructed a notice to be placed in the Post Office Guide as follows: 


Stamps may, however, be perforated with initials provided that the perforating holes are no 
larger than those dividing one stamp from another in a sheet of stamps. 


It was also suggested that Sub-Postmasters who undertake the work should be required to show 
on their order forms that their stamp perforation business has no connection with the Post 
Office, and that a note should be added to the effect that the Postmaster General is not liable for 
the delivery of stamps perforated with initials. 


In essence, the work of perforating stamps with initials was left to private enterprise, and that 
any Sub-Postmasters who undertook the business did so in their private capacity and not as 
agents of the Postmaster General, who had no responsibility whatsoever in the matter. This 
recommendation was adopted and a notice to that effect put in the Post Office Guide. 


There is also a relevant and an interesting item in the archives publishing the results of a Survey 
of the use of perfins in the London EC district undertaken at the time (1906). During the 
survey, about 20% of the 11 million letters posted weekly within the EC district, and about 6% 
of the 5 million items delivered weekly within the EC district bore perfinned stamps. This 
means that 272 million items with Perfinned stamps were processed in London EC during a one 
week period, which equates to 130 million perfinned items per annum in London EC alone! 
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1906-1911 


After his bankruptcy, it would appear that Frank Braham wasted no time in setting up another 
company - the Printing & Stamp Perforating Co, 9 Smith Street, Finsbury, London EC. 
Details of this company emerged from the research undertaken at the Post Office Archives by 
Stephen Steere, and a little later on by Alastair Walter. 


In a report on Perforators made to the Controller of Posts in May 1906 we learn a little more! 


The Printing & Stamp Perforating Co, which has only recently started, appears to be 
more or less under the management of Messrs Braham, late of Tabernacle Street TSO. 
Judging from their known purchases of stamps, their present business is at the rate of 
about £750 a week or - say - £40,000 a year and is increasing. Their usual charge 
appears to be 10/- per cent on ordinary stamps but it is likely that lower rates are 
accepted in some cases, as it is known that was done by Messrs Braham when at 
Tabernacle Street. One of their order forms is attached.

As well as perforating stamps and making perforating machines, the company also overprinted 
stamps, although they charged 1% for this service compared to 0.5% for perforating. 


The Printing & Stamp Perforating Co is known listed in London Trade Directories for 1908, 
and 1910, with Frank Braham at the helm. However, in the 1911 Census (taken for the night of 
Sunday m April 1911) Frank Braham, still unmarried, is living in Highbury with one of his 
sisters Edith Braham, his mother Caroline Braham, and another sister Flora Braham. He is 
described as a Manager of a Printing Company - Printing Works - Worker. The death of 
Frank Braham, aged 52 yrs, is recorded in the 48 Qtr of 1911 at Romford, Essex. 


Tabernacle Street Post Office - the post Braham years. 


After the bankrupcy of Frank & Herbert Braham late in 1905, the Post Office records show that 
in 1907 W L Kenny took over the Sub-Post Office in Tabernacle St. When interviewed by the 
Post Office for the vacant position, and in answer to a direct question, Kenny stated he would 
not be taking over the perforating side of the business. However, a year later, he wrote to the 
Post Office saying that ‘The perforating of stamps which I formerly had done through 
Sloper’s, I will now be doing myself and enclose a sample form for approval’. Only the 
letterhead of the sample form has been illustrated here.

It must surely have been the perforating service that proved overwhelmingly attractive to him in 
order to secure the lucrative postage stamp business of commercial firms. W L Kenney was 
still the Sub-Postmaster at 91 Tabernacle St in 1915. 
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William Lloyd Kenny (1868-1930) 


The birth of William Lloyd Kenny was registered at Islington during the 2" Qtr of 1868. His 
father was William Kenny (1841-1886), an Account's Clerk in the 1871 census, living at 11 
Lucas St, Greenwich, London. By 1881 William Sen’ was a Grocer & Cheesemonger at №. 35 
Shere Rd, Deptford. William Kenny died in 1886, aged 46 years. 


The next two censuses show William Lloyd Kenny as a Grocer (and Dairy Man) living with 
his mother Judith (widow) at №. 35 Shere Rd, Deptford (1891), and №. 9 Princess Rd, St 
Pancras (1901). In 1911 William Lloyd Kenny is a Stationer & Sub-Postmaster at N^. 91 
Tabernacle St, London EC. During his tenure of the Sub-Post Office in Tabernacle Street, he 
also continued his grocery business, trading initially under his own name, then from 1915 in 
partnership with Thomas Stevenson as W L Kenny & Co. The partnership was dissolved in 
August 1926. William Lloyd Kenny died in 1930 at Greenwich, aged 62 yrs. The ‘Lloyd’ part 
of his name celebrates his mother’s maiden name.

Also worthy of note is that Alfred Goslett & Co Ltd, Plate and Window Glass Merchants, are 
known to have used ‘Braham’ die “AG/&C°/L” (A2537.01). Their factory was in Tabernacle 
Street, but to date, no Tabernacle Street postmarks have been reported on the Perfin. 
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There is one more user in Tabernacle Street worth pointing 
out - Harris Lebus, Cabinet & Furniture Maker, and 
Upholsterer, 61-72 Tabernacle St, London EC. Their 
‘Finsbury’ Works were in Tottenham, London N.

Again, Tabernacle Street postmarks have not been recorded 
against either die, but it’s worth looking out for them.

The company was almost certainly A & E Walter Ltd, Printing Contractors, Tabernacle St, 
London EC, who were known customers of J Sloper & Co. The later die was single headed, 
and probably destroyed in the “Blitz” on Sloper's premises on the night of the 3/9 Мау 1941. 


William Day (1852-1921) 
1900-1905

William Day was born at Ipswich in 1852, son of Mary Ann and Robert Day, Green Grocer, Ipswich. 


William is recorded as a Gardener in the 1871 census, but by 1881 he is a Grocer & Provision 


Merchant, employing an apprentice, at 46 St Nicholas Street, Ipswich. He is still there in 1891 but 
as a Grocer & Sub-Postmaster, and in 1901 as a Grocer, Sub-Postmaster & Stamp Perforator. 
The 1911 census shows him as the Sub-postmaster at St Peter’s Street Post Office, Ipswich. 





Analysis shows that there are a disproportionate number of ‘Braham’ Perfins known with 
Ipswich (Suffolk) postmarks, including “W.DAY” (W1895.01), known used on postage stamps 
1900-1905. Fortuitously, this is also known on а ‘Braham Proof’, №.2041, and thought to have 
been used by William Day, Grocer & Provisions Dealer, Sub-Postmaster at 46 St Nicholas St, 
Ipswich. He later became Sub-Postmaster at St Peter's St, Ipswich (by т uly 1907, and still 
there at the time of the 1911 census). William Day died at Ipswich in 1921.

Just to finish off this section with two more ‘Ipswich’ dies 
which seem to point to the use of a different type of 
ampersand, a 13-pin Type Ia with a bulbous bottom! Both 
types of serif I’s found on other suspected Braham dies can be 
seen. However, neither of the serif Г$ appear on a Braham 
‘Proof’, so at present it’s just conjecture that these were W6865.01 W7150.01 
actually produced by Frank Braham. 





In passing, of the 6,360 Perfin dies using an ampersand, there are only 61 with a 13-pin Type Ia, 
a small enough number to warrant further investigation to see what pattern can be found, if any! 
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13-Pin Type Ia Ampersand Analysis - Results. 


Of the 61 known G.B. Perfins using a 13-Pin Type Ia ampersand, eight can be eliminated on the 
grounds of either first appearing after 1920, or by having a completely different ampersand 
shape. This leaves 53 Perfins which may have been the work of Frank Braham. A full list and 
set of illustrations has been presented separately under Sections 5 and 6 respectively, but a 
selection is shown here for reference.

Observations. 


e The majority of the letters used have the same characteristic shape and size as shown for 
the ‘Standardized’ alphabet illustrated in Section 4. 


e Examples of mixed height lettering, as seen in the Braham ‘Proofs’, are also found in 
this small group with 13-Pin Type Ia ampersands. See “НВ/& C^" (H0530.13) above. 


e Three 4-pin high L’s have been used as seen in the ‘Standardized’ alphabet, although no 
‘Limited Pairs’ are known. See “JTD/&C°/L” (J7700.01) above. 


e Nineteen different post-towns have been recorded, but Glasgow with 20 Dies (37%), 
and London EC with 7 Dies (13%) are well ahead of the chasing pack of four 
(Birmingham, Ipswich, Liverpool, and Manchester) with 3 Dies (5%) apiece. Under 
normal circumstances this would point to a Glasgow die maker or Glasgow supplier of 
Perfinned stamps. Perhaps there was an Agent in Glasgow working for Frank Braham 
much as we believe William Day did in Ipswich. 


Comparative figures for the 662 ‘Standardized’ alphabet dies with a 12-pin Type Ша 
"&" show a completely opposite spread, with London EC on 165 Dies (30%), and 
Glasgow with 36 Dies (5%). 


e This group of 53 Perfins generally date from the 1890’s, the earliest actual dates 
reported being the 11% December 1892 on *WM/&C"?" (W5270.02) used in London E, 
and 7% J anuary 1893 on “J&S/M” (J7150.01) used in Manchester. The earliest Glasgow 
date is 24" November 1896 on “H&S” (H6350.01). 


е Four Perfins, “ИСА$/С” (11080.01), “M&M” (M3880.01), *MT/&C*"" (M5630.01), 
апа "W&S/WMTI" (W7150.01) all show at least one 4-pin high letter! Could there be 
another alphabet here? 
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14-Pin Type Ia Ampersands. 


In 2010, while preparing for a 2™ Edition for the Letter ‘В’, a couple of characteristic 14-pin 
Туре Ia ampersands came in quick succession (“R&B” and “RB/&S”). This led to a search for 
more ampersands with this same specification, all of which resulted in the discovery of two 
distinct groups - an earlier group dating from the late Victorian period with new dies being 
introduced during the 1890-1905 period, and a much later group with slightly different 
ampersand shapes, introduced during the 1920-1930 period. At the time only twenty-five dies 
were found, but we now know the total is thirty-one. The analysis of these dies appeared in the 
February 2011 Bulletin (B370). 


And that's where the story would have stayed, but spurred on by the distinct possability of 
Frank Braham using a 13-pin Type Ia ampersand as well as his more traditional 12-pin Type 
IIIa, these 14-pin Type Ia ampersands have now been revisited, and low and behold, the earlier 
group all have the unmistakable characteristics of Braham's ‘Standardized’ alphabet! 


As a result there are another twenty-four dies we can attribute with some confidence to Frank 
Braham. A small selection of the dies have been illustrated here for reference, but a full list 
(including the non-Braham examples) can be found at the end of Section 5, along with a full set 
of silhouettes (again including the non-Braham examples) at the end of Section 6.

An analysis of the known locations of the users gives the following results: 


Birmingham (2), Bristol (1), Cardiff (1), Dublin (1), Glasgow (5), Hull (1), Limerick (1), 
London (6), Manchester (2), Norwich (1), Stourbridge (3), and Sunderland (1). 


Once again, the Perfin scatter covers all four countries, and is similar to the spread of the main 


sequence of Braham dies, although on this occasion there are no mixed height letterings, and no 
abbreviated L’s etc.

We know from Frank Braham’s Advertising Leaflets and Requisition Forms that he ‘Perforated 
the Initials of Firms and others on all kinds of Revenue & Postage Stamps of every value for 14 
any initials within 
24 hours, with no charge whatsoever for the die, although orders must be for not less than £5. 
In some advertisements he specifically mentioned Telegraph Stamps, Foreign Bill, and 
Judicial Stamps, and originally there was no charge for perforating. He also perforated Post 


per sheet, as issued from Somerset House.’ Stamps could be perforated with 


Cards and 42d Wrappers, and overprinted receipt stamps. 


Space doesn’t permit any detailed listing of individual Postage Stamps found with ‘Braham’ 


Perfins, but the small numbers involved for the other categories makes it possible to list them.

This particular example of a Frank Braham advertising ‘Flyer’ has been well printed, and 
probably dates to the 1883-1884 period. It also illustrates three ‘Perfins’, although only one of 
which has been recorded as a Perfin - "RH/&/JP" (R2390.01). It also shows an enlarged image 
of a then current postage stamp which the GPO objected to! By this time a cost of Id per sheet 
is levied for perforating, but still no charge for the die.

This next ‘Flyer’ is much the same as the previous two examples, although the address has now 
become Tabernacle Street, so dates to 1885 or later. There are also subtle changes in font, 
positioning of text, and the text itself, particularly between the two stamps at the bottom of the 
advertisement. However, perhaps the most obvious change is the replacement of the example 
of a perforated stamp used in the lower right-hand corner. The “AZ/&C°” die is not known as a 
Perfin.

Although the word ‘sheet’ is used, in most cases it probably meant a ‘large block’. The mention 
of a 9d stamp puts the form after 1“ August 1883 when the ‘Lilac & Green’ 9d stamp was 
introduced. The fact that there is no 10d stamp, puts the form before 24% February 1890 when 
the 10d ‘Jubilee’ stamp came in. A mid-range date would be с/887. 


I wonder if an order was ever received for the £7 and £5 postage stamps. 
Certainly none of Braham’s dies are known on these rare items.

Tabernacle Street - 6 


As well as perforating postage stamps, Post Cards, Wrappers, and Envelopes, Frank Braham 
was also a manufacturer of stationery. This Trade Card, presumably of his own manufacture, 
was sent by Frank Braham to Bird & Sons Ltd, East Moors, Cardiff, in September 1900 
acknowledging an order and the receipt of a cheque for £10 and 10d. It is pure speculation 
what might have been ordered, but the odd 104 would be the charge for perforating 10 sheets of 
postage stamps, with the stamps themselves costing #10. Note the registered Trade Mark.

Robert Bird & Sons, Grease, Paint & Oil Manufacturers, used three Perfins over the years. The 
earliest die has the characteristic lettering of Braham’s ‘Standardized’ alphabet, with a type IIIa 
"&", pointed “С”, etc., whereas the replacement die utilises а 14-рш “В”, and a type I "&", 
neither of which are characteristic of Braham’s work. Who might have supplied the perforated 
stamps using the later dies is as yet unknown. Robert Bird (1839-1909) was also a Liberal 
politician and mayor of Cardiff 1883/4.

And finally, six solutions are possible to the question of what stamps might have been ordered. 
The simplest case is 10 sheets of Id Lilacs at £1 per sheet, but perhaps more useful would be a 
combination of 42d, Id, and 124 stamps, for example 2 sheets each of the 124 апа а, plus 6 
sheets of the Id Lilac, all plus a charge of Id per sheet for perforating - total cost £10.0s.10d.

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Braham ‘Proofs’ - the ‘Acle’ Hoard. 


The following illustrations and associated lists of Braham so-called ‘Proofs’ have been kindly 
provided by Perfin Society members Ron Mills and Peter Maybury, the purchasers of the 
relevant sections of the Perfin Collection of the late Geoff Longbottom. All details in the lists 
have been checked against the information currently held by the Catalogue Editor, and are 
correct as at 15” F ebruary 2015. 


Please note that the ‘Acle’ hoard material of 119 items has been included in the first part of this 
document, and the remaining known Braham dies from other sources have been tucked in at the 
end. 


Basic facts about the ‘hoard’ material. 


e The earliest dates known from postage stamps have been included in the ‘Notes’ 
column, and shows a spread from the late 188075, {7 February 1889 оп “W.G.M” 
(W3210.01)}, through to the Edwardian era. There is also one unusually early date 
of 18" July 1883 on “B&M” (B4750.06). 


e Of the 119 pieces of inter-pane gutters used for the ‘Proofs’, 70 come from sheets 
of QV 14 Lilacs, 48 from the QV 724 (vermilion) Jubilee, and one (a pair) with 
‘Pillars’ (so post 1899) from a 10d stamp, conceivably Edwardian. All except one 
(the pair) only show ‘Jubilee’ lines. As a result, the main ‘hoard’ probably dates to 
the mid to late 1890’s. 


e There are fifty-three pieces bearing numbers hand-written in ink and all appear to 
be by the same hand, which represents almost 45%. The rest are un-numbered, 
although one or two have pencil numbers referring to the Perfin Society catalogue 
number for that die. Note that an inter-pane ‘gutter’ with a Perfin isn’t necessarily 
а Braham 'Proof'! 


e The Braham ‘Proof’ numbers run from ‘1579’ on *W.N/B" (W5630.02) through to 
‘2044’ оп *HL/&C"" (H4440.03a). The longest consecutive run is seven, from 
‘1906’ to ‘1912’. Inspection shows they have not been allocated alphabetically so 
were probably allocated as each new customer was acquired. 


e Nineteen (some 16%) are as yet ‘unknown’ on G.B. Postage Stamps, although one, 
"P/&/VG', actually matches a die found on Dutch stamps. 


e A number of dies have prolonged use, well after Braham went bankrupt, suggesting 
the die/machine was purchased by the customer for their own use. Alternatively, 
the dies could have been passed on to Frank Braham's successor, William Lloyd 
Kenny, although he informed the GPO that he would not be continuing the stamp 
perforation side of Braham's business. A third option is that the original dies were 
used by Frank Braham's ‘Printing and Stamp Perforation Co Ltd’. 


e Known or suspected users of the ‘hoard’ examples are spread throughout the realm. 


London (28), Ipswich (8), Glasgow (6), Birmingham (3), Manchester (3), 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne (3), and Cardiff (2), with Belfast, Bradford, Colchester, Hull, 
Richmond (Surrey), Sunderland, and Willenhall (Staffs) one apiece.

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The ‘Standardized’ alphabet used by Frank Braham. 


This first pass at compiling Frank Braham’s ‘Standardized’ alphabet has been constructed, 
where possible, from individual letters found on the Perfinned ‘inter-pane’ gutters which bear a 
manuscript number in ink. The alphabet is generally 4.5mm high and characterised by a 
tendency for pointed C's, G's, O's and a pointed Q. 


Some of the letters may be found with more than one variation, for example, there is a 10-pin 
"S" represented as well as an 11-pin version, and the “W” can have 13, 14 or 15 pins. Also, the 
12-pin “В”, although not known on a ‘numbered’ piece, can be found on two ‘un-numbered’ 
gutter pieces. (See examples illustrated below]. Two versions of “&C°” have also been 
shown, an earlier close-spaced version (Type I), as well as a slightly later, wider-spaced variety 
(Type П), introduced a little later, say c1887.

The only occurance of “Е” and “Z” amongst the ‘numbered’ gutter pieces 15 
in “HERTZ”, which has been squeezed to fit the stamp, rendering all the 
letters a little squashed and so ‘untypical’. The “E” shown in the 
reconstructed alphabet has been taken from *CE/C^" (C2325.01), and the “Z” 
from “OZO” (O2210.01).

The two remaining letters “О” and "X", which do not figure in the ‘Braham Proofs’, can be 
accounted for using the “Q” from "Q.V/C.F" (00560.01), and the “X” from "PAX" (P0290.01). 
Two different non-standard serif Гѕ come from “ИСА$/С”” (11080.01), which is 4pins high, 
and а 5-pin high variety seen in *MH/I/CS" (M2966.01) (Note: *P/M'T" (P3095.01), ^W&S/T" 
(W6910.02), and *W/McI" (W5230.01) also show the 5-pin high variety}. 


“&C°” dies with a Stop. 


Although dies with a stop under the “о” of “&C°” are not 
encountered in any of the 119 Braham ‘Proofs’, one such 
die does appear on a Frank Braham Advertisement. The die 
used on the advertisement matches “Е/&С?.” (E0785.01), 
and is somewhat similar to the early, close-spaced variety of 
“С°” seen on many of the Braham ‘Proofs’.

As a result we have another characteristic to search for. A wide “М” has also been found as can 
be seen in “N/A: V L” (NO150.01). 


Note that half of this alphabet can be seen used in part of one of Frank Braham’s letterheads!

Armed with this re-constructed alphabet, a search has been undertaken, using the ‘New 
Illustrated catalogue of G.B. Perfins’, to find and record Perfins with similar characteristics. To 
date, another 7,085 Perfins have been added to the original list of 130 making a total of 7,215. 
This figure amounts to around 5% of the 24,132 G.B. Perfins overall and 10% of the 12,027 
dies known from the 1881-1905 working period of Frank Braham (under his own name). It 
should be noted that 12,027 dies represents 49.8% of all known G.B. Perfin dies! 


There are, however, many more yet to be recognised! These figures show that Frank Braham, 
with almost 10% of the market, was a significant competitor to Joseph Sloper. Yet to be added 
to these figures are the Braham dies with larger letters, so the overall total may well exceed 
1,250. With a working period of 25 years, it’s reasonable to expect to encounter a few minor 
variations in the shape of the individual letters he used. 
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Observed Characteristics of the ‘Standardized’ alphabet (based on the ‘Proofs’). 


e The ampersand is normally a 12-pin type Ша, with the top often slightly 
asymetric about a vertical axis. (1,727 GB Perfins have а 12-pin type Ша “&”, 
at least 668 of which can be attributed to Frank Braham}.

Braham in the shape of “OSB” (O1710.01), and “PAX” (P0290.01). They also have an 
ecclesiastical connection with each other, and both had replacement dies c1905, both probably 
by Frank Braham. АП four Perfins have been illustrated for completion!

Saint Benedict was born in 480AD to *well-to-do' parents in Nursia, a 
small town in central Italy. Although he enjoyed a wealthy Roman 
lifestyle, he rejected it and spent three years living alone as a hermit in a 
cave - a 'troglodyte'. The story goes that he accepted an invitation from 
a group of monks to become their Abbot. However, his strict approach 
did not find favour with the monks, so they tried to poison him. First 
they put poison in his chalice, but when Benedict blessed it, the vessel 
shattered. The monks then resorted to poisoning his bread, but when 
Benedict blessed it, a raven flew 1n and carried 1t off. 





The monastery at Ramsgate dedicated to St Augustine of Canterbury was built 1860-1861 on a 
wind-swept, cliff-top site - the first Benedictine monastery to be built in England since the 
Reformation. It was designed by Edward Welby Pugin (1834-1875), son of the famous 
architect Augustus Pugin. The site was close to the spot where St Augustine reputedly made 
landfall in 597AD. The monastery became independent in 1876, a priory in 1881, then finally 
raised to the status of an abbey by Pope Pius IX in 1896. Modern update - the small community 
of monks still using the abbey moved to the Franciscan Friary at Chilworth (Surrey) in 2011. 


St Augustine’s College, initially associated with the monastery, was originally a school run by 
the monks. It first opened in 1865, and eventually developed into a preparatory school (1881). 
However, in 7886 the preparatory school severed its connection with St Augustine's, by now a 
priory, and became ‘independent’. The use of Perfins dates from this time - “PAX” (Latin for 
Peace) was taken from their Coat of Arms. After some initial success, falling student numbers 
and repeated Zepellin raids on the town of Ramsgate during the Great War rendered the 
school's position untenable, and St Augustine's College closed in July 7917. The College did 
re-open after the war but never used Perfins. 
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Pulling out all the stops - well, not really, but keen on putting them in! 


A number of possible Braham dies show a preponderance for including stops! These examples 
generally show wide-spaced letters, each followed by a stop.

The Bristol ‘thinly disguised’ advertisement concocted by Frank Braham's father, Lewis 
Braham, in 1883 mentions ‘perforated stamps’... “with five initials, free of all cost’... If “Co” 
and "Ld" count as ‘one letter’, then virtually all of Frank Braham’s suspected dies fall into that 
category. Two exceptions with ‘Braham’ numbers are shown below, along with a selection of 
others from the general listing.

A ‘Mystery’ stop!

One suspected ‘Braham’ die is known with a single stop 
underneath the top line, perhaps the vestige of a larger die.

Although by no means proven, the “Carpet Die’ “CLIVE” (C4522.01), may well have been 
made by Frank Braham. It is known used 1895-1920 almost certainly by W B Clive & Co, 
Educational Booksellers, 13A Holywell St, Strand, London WC. Certainly the five letters 
involved show all the hallmarks of those used by Frank Braham. The full strike can be seen on 
the KEVI 224 joined pair above, although on single stamps only part of it will ever be seen as 
the examples below show. 


A fair number of Braham dies were modified by either the addition or removal of letter(s), e.g. 


the ‘Limited’ pairs, but just one die is known where one letter has been altered to become 
another.

The original die, “C&P/L” (C6050.03) is thought to have been used by Cort & Paul, Hardware 
Merchants, Ironmongers, Seed & Oil Merchants, Market Place, Leicester, 1890-1895. The “P” 
was modified c1900 to form a crude “В”, and used in this state in London based on 
(T)abernacl(e St), London EC postmarks. This change from a Leicester user to one in London 
points to the possability that the die was not an external machine owned by the user, but used by 
Frank Braham on his own premises to perforate stamps to be sent out to the customer by post, 
or in the latter case, probably collected by hand.

Included in the general list is “RW/&CYL”” (R5717.01v). The suffix ‘у’ points to some 
‘variability’ in the Perfin, in this case it’s the position of the “Ld” portion with respect to the 
rest of the letters. The upper two lines “RW/&C®™ are constant and may be found on their own 
as R5690.01A. As to whether or not the version with the added "Ld" is truly variable may 
never be ascertained simply because only two stamps have been reported, both QV 14 Lilacs 
(16 dots). All three perfins mentioned are illustrated below for reference.

The user of *RW/&C'"" (R5690.01A) has been positively identified as Ridley, Whitley & Co, 
Linoleum & Flooring Mfrs, 46/47 Newgate St, London EC. Ridley, Whitley & Co Ltd were 
registered in 1900, with a receiver being appointed in 1915. 


Foreign. 


Once the stamp perforation technique had been proven in Great Britain, Postal Authorities in 
other countries followed suit and allowed security perforation of their postage stamps and the 
like. For example:

If we exclude Braham’s foray with ‘Barclay & Fry’ and his offer to perforate stamps for the 
‘Shanghai Local Post’ during 1892/3, we have just one other ‘Foreign’ possability.

Braham ‘Proof’ N°. 1947 is clearly not a match for the GB Perfin “P/&/VG” (P4935.01), 
shown to the right, but it is a good fit with a Dutch Perfin - see example above postmarked 
Helm(ond). The user of the Dutch Perfin was Prinzen & van Glabbeck, Margarine Mfrs, 
Binderseind K 4, Helmond, Nederland, so in all probability the G.B. Perfin was used by 
Prinzen & van Glabbeck, Margarine Mfrs, Liverpool, and London SE. The factory in 
Helmond closed down in 1905, with production being transferred to Simon van den Bergh. 
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The Earliest ‘Braham’ Dies. 


We know from the 1881 census that Frank Braham (aged 22) was a Perforating Press Maker 
employing 2 workmen, so it’s highly likely that he started his business sometime in 1880. 
Perhaps he was apprenticed into engineering or more likely, simply used his family’s business 
accumen (and possibly financial backing) to sieze an opportunity. Whatever the motivation we 
can look for signs of his activity in surviving Perfins with dates in the early 1880's. 


From the list of possible ‘Braham’ dies using the Standardized alphabet, only twenty examples 
can be found whose die in use date range starts at 1880 or 1881. Significant is the fact that over 
70% are London based companies, along with two from Frank Braham’s home town of Bristol! 
The earliest actual dates are from 1882 - see lower table for details.

And finally, just two examples are known on the QV 14-dot Id Lilac, which was issued 
in July 1881 and replaced by the 16-dot variety in the December of 1881.

Please Note! 


The Large Letter Alphabet will be re-constructed in due course, and a similar search undertaken 
using the ‘New Illustrated catalogue of G.B. Perfins’, to find and record Perfins with similar 
characteristics. In the finished work, the “Mixed Letter’ examples will be kept quite separate 

from the pure ‘Large Letters’. 


It is fully accepted that some of the dies currently included in the list of ‘possible’ Braham dies 
will, for good reason, be subsequently removed, and that others, also with good reason, will be 
added to the list. The current list of 1,215* Perfin Dies using Braham’s Standardized Alphabet 
(see separate files of die details and illustrations) 1s correct to 23" March 2015.

Braham ‘Proofs’ - the ‘Acle’ Hoard. 


The existence of over one hundred so-called ‘Braham Proofs’ has been known for decades, but 
it was only in July 2014 that they re-surfaced in one of Horners stamp & postcard auctions held 
in Acle. These ‘Braham Proofs’ were part of an accumulation of Perfin material belonging to 
the late Geoff Longbottom, which was purchased by Perfin Society members Ron Mills and 
Peter Maybury. In all, 119 items were found, ten of which, all beginning with the letter ^W", 
are exhibited here accompanied by a smattering of associated material. 


I guess the first questions to answer are: 


е Who was Frank Braham? 
е What is a Braham Proof? 


Frank Braham (1859-1911) was the son of Lewis Braham, a Commercial Traveller (Optician), 
and Caroline Bright. We know from the 1881 Census that Frank Braham was a ‘Perforating 
Press Maker’ employing 2 workmen, one of whom was his brother Herbert, later to become a 
partner. Trade directories of the period also show him as a Perforated Press Maker working in 
Hoxton Square, London N, but by the mid 1880’s he was running the Post Office in Tabernacle 
Street, London EC, and advertised not just his perforated presses for sale, but also an ‘in-house’ 
service providing perforated postage stamps ‘on request’. 


An unusual relic from this period is this 10 centimes piece of Napoleon III dated 1853, which 
was probably countermarked in the mid 1880’s. At the time, these countermarked French coins 


circulated freely as British pennies, but also served as an advertisement.

In December 1905 Frank Braham filed for bankruptcy, and as a result caused the G.P.O. to 
seriously consider the possibility of officially perforating postage stamps with initials, either at 
Somerset House or at the contractor’s works. Fortunately, the idea was dropped! 


After his bankruptcy, it would appear that Frank Braham wasted no time in setting up another 


stamp perforating company - the Printing & Stamp Perforating Co, 9 Smith Street, Finsbury, 
London EC - which he was involved in running until his death in 1911.

A small number of Frank Braham’s request forms have survived, an example of which is shown 
below bearing a dummy perforation “D&F/G” on an ‘inter-pane gutter’ showing ‘Jubilee’ lines. 
These so-called ‘Jubilee’ lines were introduced in 1887 to improve the print quality of the 
stamps either side of the gutter between the two panes of stamps. ‘Pillars’ were also added in 
1899 to further enhance the print quality. АП bar one of the 'Acle' hoard show only Jubilee 
lines, which probably dates the hoard to the mid to late 189075.

An analysis of the hoard material has resulted in this re-constructed 
'standard' alphabet used by Frank Braham. 
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The ‘Braham Proof affixed to the Stamp Requisition Form is thought to be the set of initials 
required by the customer, some of which bear a manuscript four digit number in ink. The split 
is 45% with a number and 55% without, so it’s fitting to start with a un-numbered example. 


This particular pattern has been seen on a postage 
stamp in the past as it was illustrated in the mid 
1970's by Harvey Tilles as WI117A.

The *W/&C"" Perfin die is known to have been used 1895-1922 by Winstone & Co Ltd, 
Wholesale Ironmongers, Cross St, Finsbury Pavement, London EC. The fact that the die 
continued to be used well after Frank Braham's bankruptcy (and death) points to the possibility 
that his successor at the Tabernacle Street Post Office, William Lloyd Kenny, may well have 
inherited Frank Braham's ‘in-house’ dies and customers. 


The use of this *W.G.M" die in Birmingham is 
known from the mid 1880’s, although we don't 


know yet who the user was. The die was in use 
1885-1905.

Lloyd Kenny, at the Tabernacle St Post Office. 
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The previous four ‘Proofs’ all used the inter-pane perforated strip that separated the two panes 
of Queen Victoria 14 Lilac stamps, whereas this next one would have come from the inter-pane 
strip from a sheet of Queen Victoria ‚Фа vermilion Jubilees. 


The “W.N/B” die also shows mixed height 
lettering, and is known used 1890-1895, although 
the user 1s unknown. Postmark evidence is scant 
but *.../ham' suggests the “В” in the Perfin may be 
for Birmingham. ‘Proof’ numbered ‘1579’.

Analysis shows that there are a disproportionate number of ‘Braham’ Perfins known with 
Ipswich (Suffolk) postmarks, including “W.DAY” (W1895.01), known used on postage stamps 
1900-1905. Fortuitously, this is also known on a ‘Braham Proof’, №.2041, and thought to have 
been used by William Day, Grocer & Provisions Dealer, Sub-Postmaster at 46 St Nicholas St, 
Ipswich. He later became Sub-Postmaster at St Peter’s St, Ipswich (by oT J uly 1907, and still 
there at the time of the 1911 census). William Day died at Ipswich in 1921.

William Day was born at Ipswich in 1852, son of Mary Ann and Robert Day, Green Grocer, Ipswich. 


William is recorded as a Gardener in the 1871 census, but by 1881 he is a Grocer & Provision 
Merchant, employing an apprentice, at 46 St Nicholas Street, Ipswich. He is still there in 1891 but 
as a Grocer & Sub-Postmaster, and in 1901 as a Grocer, Sub-Postmaster & Stamp Perforator. 
The 1911 census shows him as the Sub-postmaster at St Peter's Street Post Office, Ipswich. 
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We finish off with a non-Perfin item showing the final stage in 'Inter-pane' printing of Jubilee 
‘Lines & Pillars’ on this mint block of QV Jubilee “2d (blue-green) issued [ш April 1900. 
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
